I Ottawa, March 2-1.— The feeling of 
I tiie Houau ot Cumiuons In regard to 
I Canada's share of the burden of naval 
' defence will be tested on Monday 
i next. Mr. Fosler gave the government 
i notice that lie will tiien move the reso- 
lution which lias been standing in his 
I name for some time. Tills resolution 
does not define the position the gov- 
ernment should take In regard to na- 
val defence, but merely declares that 
Canada should do something towards 
assuming a portion of the burden. It 
is expected that tiie debate will bring 
forth a declaration of the government's 
policy in this regard. 

Today's session of the house was en- 
tirely spent in supply. The notable 
feature was Sir Frederick Borden's an- 
nouncement that Lord Strathcona has 
contributed $250,000, which would pro- 
vide a fund of $10,000 a year, for im- 
proving the physical training, drill, 
and in tile eu3o of the older ones, the 
rifle shooting of school children. 

The fund is to be administered by a 
board, witli the minister of militia as 
chairman, the various provincial min- 
isters of education as vice-presidents 
and an executive committee composed 
of the members of the militia council 
and representatives named by the 
minister of education and olilcers com- 
manding the various military districts. 
Lord Grey is to bo patron and Sir 
Wilfrid Laurler vice-patron. The fund 
i« to bo known as the Strathcona 
Trusty The premier expressed the ap- 
preciation of parliament and the coun- 
try and moved a vote of thanks to 
Lord Strathcona, which was seconded 
by Mr. Borden. 

Sir "Wilfrid Laurler stated that ho 
would set forth the action the govern- 
ment intended taking In regard to tho 
report of Mr. Justice Cassels tomorrow 
week. 

E. N. Lewis pressed the government 
to make his daylight-saving bill a 
government measure, but the premier 
replied that the government had not 
yet enough daylight to see just what 
should be done with the 1)111. 

Tho senate today gave the six 
months' hoist to the bill of Senator 
Choquette, which sought to amend the 
law relating to the protest of bills of 
exchange, etc., by removing the need 
to protest in order to hold the endor- 
ser liable when not paid at maturity. 
The bill only affected the province of 
Quebec.

Cleveland, Ohio, March 24— Willie 
Whitla today Identified the man and 
woman held on suspicion by the Cleve- 
land police as tho persons who kid- 
napped him from the school at Sheron, 
Pa., last Thursday and held him for 
the $10,000 ransom which was paid by 
his father'.') attorney. J. P. Whitla, on 
Monday. Willie said the man, who gave 
the name of James IJ. Boyle, was the 
ono who took him from school and 
carried him to Cleveland, then to Ash- 
tabula, then back to this city and 
placed him In tho house In the east 
end where he was held until the money 
was paid. Willie also declared that 
the woman was the one who cared for 
him at the house where lie was de- 
tained, and who acted tho part of a 
nurse. 

Poyle says the women Is his wife. 
The police have no other Identification 
of the couple than the names given. 
So far as the man is concerned, the 
police believe the name Is correct. 
Boyle Is said to reside in Sh>ron, and 
Is a plumber by trade. He Is said to 
have a widowed mother, four brothers 
and a sister. The woman, who Is ac- 
credited with being the wife of Boyle, 
declared soon after her arrest that her 
Identification would cause a sensation 
In Sharcn. When the ldentillcation 
was completed, Mr. Whitla would say 
nothing regarding the woman. Ho said 
he knew Boyle slightly. 

Immediately after Willie Whitla had 
seen the man and woman at the cen- 
tral police station, they were taken to 
the county court house, and there ap- 
peared before the grand jury.' They 
were examined for the purpose of aid- 
ing the jury in its attempt to find an 
Indictment against the two prisoners. 
The charge under the laws of Ohio 
against the man and woman, If an in- 
dictment is found, will be blackmail. 
This is based upon the payment of 
the $10,000 ransom. As Boyle and his 
wife aro held by the police on suspi- 
cion only, an indictment will afford a 
moans of placing them under arrest 
formally, and then they can be held In- 
definitely. 

Immediately after leaving the grand 
jury rooms, Mr. and Mrs. Whitla, the 
bov and the janitor of the Sharon 
school which AVIllle nttended left for 
Sharon. As the prisoners have not 
waived extradition, they will be held 
here for two or three days until tho 
necessary papers for their removal to 
Sharon can be arranged between the 
governors of Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
• After the brlet examination by the 
chief, the man and woman were taken 
back to jail. After leaving the police 
station, Whitla would make no com- 
ments regarding the woman under sus- 
plclon. 

An unidentified woman, said to have 
been seen with the Whitla suspects 
now In custody, committed suicide to- 
day. The woman's name Is thought to 
bo Mary Dleners, but nothing Is known 
or her. She lived at the City hotel, 
down town. Tin- woman drank mor- 
phine In front of a drug store, fell 
to the sidewalk, and died In tho am- 
bulance. She is said to have been with 
the man and woman held In the Whitla 
case last night. 

A Diminution of Crime. 

Dublin. March 24. — Mr. Justice Gib- 
son, in bin address to the grand jury 
of the county of Meath, at the spring 
assizes at Trum, said that with regard 
to the general condition of the country 
there appeared to "3e a diminution of 
Specially reported crime, principally 
made up by a diminution in the number 
of threatening notices. He was also In- 
formed that there was a reduction in 
the number of cattle-drives. He hoped 
tiie improvement would bo continued. 

Betting in Aid of Charity. 

Paris, March 24. — The vast benefit to 
French cahritable institutions of the 
"pari-mutuol" system of betting, com- 
pulsory In all French race courses, was 
shown tills year at the meeting of the 
committee of distribution, presided over 
by M. Uuau, minister of agriculture. 

It was announced that the total Hum 
available for distribution, consisting of 
a percentage on the money risked by 
betters, amounted to $:i2!),soo. This sum 
wan distributed as follows: $285,000 to 
the Public Assistance Bureau of Paris 
and the Department of the .Seine $E>00,- 
001) to charitable Institutions In the 
other departments, and the balance to 
French charitable funds abroad. 



Washington, March 24.— The tariff 
hill to bo recommended by the senate 
committee on finance will be ready to 
be reported on tho day the Payne bill 
passes the house, according to the 
present intentions of the Republican 
members of the committee, who are 
holding daily sessions. Consideration 
of the schedules on earthenware and 
potteries was begun and concluded to- 
day. 

Tiie Idea presented by Senator Aid- 
rich yesterday in favor of reducing 
public expenditures «o as to fit the 
normal revenues of tho government 
rather than expanding the income to 
(it the growing extravagance, Is re- 
ceiving moral support among senators. 

It is now believed that It will be 
possible to avoid the Imposition of 
special taxes, and especially as the 
government officials are counting con- 
fidently upon better industrial condi- 
tions throughout the country as soon 
as disposition is made of tho tariff 
legislation. 

Few controversies between Republi- 
can members of the finance commit- 
tee arc anticipated. As the result of 
the harmony which exUits behind the 
locked doors of the finance committee, 
the impression is growing that the real 
tariff law will be made in conference 
after bills have passed both houses. 
These conferences, it is believed, may 
continue for several weeks. The sen- 
ate committee will begin holding night 
sessions within a few days.

Toronto, March 24. — After a tem- 
perate discussion, lasting over two 
hours last night the regents of Vic- 
toria university adopted a resolution 
of the faculty of theology witli regard 
to the situation which has arisen In 
consequence of Rev. George Jackson's 
lecture on Genesis and Rev. Dr. Car- 
man's reply. The decision not to take 
any action confirms Mr. Jackson in his 
appointment to tho recently created 
English Bible chair.

TWELVE KILLED 



Tornado in Texas Causes Loss of Life 
and Destroys Large Amount 
of Property. 



Dallas, Tex., March 24. — Twelve per- 
sons were killed and a score Injured 
by a tornado that swept over the 
northeastern part of Wise county last 
night. Several small towns suffered 
serious damage, The greatest loss of 
life occurred on farms. The destruc- 
tion of Ira Rice's farm house caused 
the death of eight persons near Slidell. 
Near Sanger, Ben Wilson and Glas- 
gow Clark, farmers, and two negro 
children were killed. Several negroes 
were Injured. Buildings were destroy- 
ed at Crafton, Greenwood, Dan and 
Brumlo w. 

Laredo, Texas, March 24. — One per- 
son was killed, four others were in- 
jured and property daipage. estimated 
at $75,000 was caused by a tornado 
which swept through Laredo and the 
vicinity last night. The roundhouse 
of the Mexican National railway was 
demolished and the orphanage of the 
Sisters of Gaudelope was also destroy- 
ed. All but one of the occupants es- 
caped the falling walls.

Members of Board of Trade 
Urge Ottawa Government 
to Take Action, 



GREAT OPPORTUNITY 
TO OE MILLIONAIRE 



Police Commissioner Bingham 
Speaks of His Chances 
for Grafting, 



New York, March 24. — A dishonest 
man holding the position of police com- 
missioner in New York city might 
easily become a millionaire in a few 
months, such are the opportunities for 
illicit gain, Is a statement made today 
by Police Commissioner Bingham. 

During Mr. Bingham's first year in 
ofllce, lie says, a single bribe of $000,- 

000 a year was offered him if he would 
protect certain criminal Interests. 

"Compliance with the conditions of 
the offer," he added, "would have been 
entirely of a negative character. All 
they wanted was to be lot alone." 

Police Commissioner Bingham was 
worked up over the refusal of the city 
aldermen to vote him an appropriation 
of $100,000 for a secret service to in- 
vestigate Black Hand crimes and other 
matters. He referred to tho sum as a 
paltry one, compared with the amounts 
which the criminal Interests are will- 
ing to pay to obstruct and prevent the 
operation of the lav,-. 

This job of police commissioner, ho 
said, for example, would be a regular 
gold mine to dishonest officials. If It 
were put up at auction to the highest 
bidder a man could well afford to pay 
one million for a year's opportunity to 
accept what the criminal classes would 
be only too glad to offer him. 

Then he referred to the $000,000 
bribe offer which he had received when 
lie first took up the office. The offer 
was, of course, carefully guarded, he 
said. "It came from a suave gentle- 
man, who knew how to handle words to 
perfection and was able to make his 
hearer understand what was meant 
without laying himself open to any un- 
pleasant after effects. I listened until 

1 understood wdiat the fellow was about, 
then I gave him such a talking to that 
he vyill never forget his visit here as 
long as he lives. I've not heard from 
him since." 

Commissioner Bingham declined to 
give the name of the man who had 
made the offer, nor would he say what 
Interests had sought protection. It 
was rumored later In the day that Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome would investi- 
gate the charges made by Mr. Bing- 
ham. 



VON BUELOW'S TROUBLE 

His Coalition of Parties Splits Up on 
Question of Financial Reform — 
Conservatives Break Away. 

Berlin, March 24.— Prince Von Bue- 
low's coalition of the Conservative, 
Liberal and Radical parties has ap- 
parently reached a fatal crisis over the 
scheme of financial reform. In the 
Reichstag today Herr Von Normann, 
tho Conservative leader on the floor of 
the house, informed the leader of the 
National Liberals, Herr Bassermann, 
that the Conservatives were determin- 
ed to carry financial economies with- 
out considering where they would get 
a majority. This evidently means with 
tiie assistance of the Clerical party, 
which the government has tabooed 
since the dissolution In 1906. The Con- 
servatives also served similar notice 
on the Radicals. This action caused 
a great sensation in the lobbies of the 
Reichstag toward the close of the day's 
session, when it became known. This 
means the abandonment of Chancellor 
Von Buelow by .ills party to join tiie 
Clericals, who latterly have been fierce- 
ly attacking the Chancellor because ho 
only half heartodly defended the Em- 
peror in tho November debate. It is 
also known that the court clique have 
been moving heaven and earth for some 
time past to undermine. Prince Von 
Buelow witli the Emperor . 

Church and Canada 

London, March 24. — At a farewell 
meeting to Bishop Rennison of Moos- 
onec and missionaries and catechlsts 
bound for Canada, the Bishop Bald 
that unless tho church organized to 
take possession of Canada In tho next 
quinquennium; it will be too late, and 
he applied for a wide imperial vision 
on the part of the Church.

! but In view of the uncertainty existing 
regarding the character and extent of 
the demands that may bo made on our 
national resources the following year, 
the offer of New Zealand to defray 
within that period the cost of provid- 
ing a first class battleship of the latest 
type, and a second vessel of the samo 
type If subsequent events show it is 
necessary-, is most gratefully accepted." 
Vancouver Urges Gift. 
Vancouver, March 24. — Following 
patriotic and imperialistic addresses 
by members of Vancouver's board of 
trade at a special meeting held lato 
this afternoon, the following resolution, 
unanimously passed, was tonight wired 
to Premier Laurler, on the subject of 
contribution by Canada for Imperial 
defence: "It is the opinion of this 
board that the Dominion should at once 
offer to the Imperial authorities a 
sufficient sum to build a modern 
Dreadnought of the strongest type." 

The premier was asked to at onco 
submit the resolution to tho govern- 
ment, copies being sent to the minis- 
ter of militia and to Vancouver's 
member, Geo.-H. Cowan. 

By way of preamble the resolution 
stated that "the safety of the empire 
and the peaceful development of com- 
merce in all parts of It depend upon 
the maintenance of the supremacy of 
the British navy, and In a matter of 
such vital importance Canada should 
not remain in doubt, and it should be 
above the exigencies of party politics 
in the United Kingdam." 

H. O. Bell-Irving, who proposed tho 
resolution in a lengthy speech which 
rang with loyalty, gave his experience 
of a five years' residence In Germany, 
and added that in returning four years 
ago on the Kron Prlnz Wilhelm, a 
motto on the ship read: "Unser 
Zukunft llegt auf dein Wasser" — "Our 
future destiny lies upon the water." 
He said: "In an unfrequented part of 
this ship, which is a reserve cruiser, 
I noticed diagrams showing the posi- 
tion of every British warship. They 
have ambition and the intention of 
ruling at sea if Great Britain will per- 
mit It, and once the supremacy of tho 
sea is lost to us it means the breaking 
up of empire." 

The loss of even ono great naval 
battle would bo followed by an inva- 
sion of England, and however willing 
the colonies might be to send their 
hundreds of thousands to aid tho 
mother country, as In the Boer war, 
no troops dare cross tho Atlantic when 
Britain loses control of tho sea. The 
result to Canada would lie the sealing 
up of her ports and the stoppage of 
trade with the United Kingdom, now 
amounting to $230,000,000. The agri- 
cultural interests of Canada would bo 
ruined. A mere rumor of a naval war 
with Britain at reduced strength would 
at once mean heavy insurance rates. 
Ho stated that boards of trade through, 
out Canada had repeatedly endorsed 
the idea of contribution towards Im- 
perial defence since the resolution of 
the congress of chambers of commerce 
at London in IflOO, that in Montreal, 
three years later, having this proviso: 
'But tho colonies claim the privilege 
of keeping their own initiative as to 
the nature ot tho help which they agree 
to c»" f or." 

In giving figures which showed tho 
ability of Canada to make a handsome 
contribution the speaker showed that 
Great Britain was paying nearly seven 
dollars per head to imperial defence, 
as compared with Canada's sixty cents. 
"This is an unfair and humiliating po- 
sition for Canada to occupy," he said, 
Let us no longer give cause for such 
a sjur upon our character, that while 
we are ready to boast of our prosperity 
and the boundless resources of our 
country we continue to remain in tho 
enjoyment of imperial protection while 
not paying any part of the cost." 

Pie pointed out that Germany's ap- 
propriation for the coming year ex- 
ceeded that of Great Britain for tho 
past year. "Having lived five years 
In Germany, I can testify to their 
thoroughness in everything, and if un- 
fortunately Great Britain is to fight 
them they will be formidable foes." 

Other speeches were In similar voln, 
one member exclaiming: "Let Laurler 
cable Asquith at onco: 'Build Dread- 
nought and send mo the bill.' " An- 
other added: "Let Canada build tor 
England a Dreadnought at once and 
make a contribution every year." 
Australians Ready. 

Sydney, N.S.W., March 24.— Fifty

At the eighth annual convention of 
Hie members of the Victoria branch of 
the International Sunday School asso- 
ciation, which was held yesterday in 
the lecture room of the First Presby- 
terian church, the chair was taken by 
the retiring president, J. McKenzlc. 

Churches' Recruiting Ground. 
. At the evening session .Miss Aubin 
declared that if the church was to re- 
tain Its vigor, it must constantly be 
recruited from the ranks of the chil- 
dren In the Sunday school, and she ob- 
served that in her lti years' experi- 
ence the growth of the city congrega- 
tions bad not been at all commensur- 
ate with Its growth in population, She 
admitted the possession of a kindly 
feeling of sympathy for the "bad boys" 
who were occasionally to be found In 
the Sunday schools, for the mischievous 
boy really amounted to something 
When he was won. In conclusion, she 
appealed for the inauguration of care- 
ful and systematic work among the 
young. 

Officers Elected. 

The following officers were elected 
for tlie coming year: President, Geo. 
Carter; 1st vice- president, with the 
accompanying charge of the Cradle Roll 
and the organized Bible class, Noah 
Shakespeare; 2nd vice-president, with 
charge of the primary department and 
of the International Bible classes, Jlrs. 
\V. A. Gleason; 3rd vice-president, with 
charge of the normal department, 
Principal J. \V. Campbell; 4th vice- 
president, with charge of the home de- 
partment and of house-to-house visi- 
tation, Dr. W. Russell; 5th vice-presi- 
dent, with charge of the temperance 
department, Mrs. P. Andrews; statisti- 
cal secretary, Miss Murton; treasurer, 
W. II. Parsons; secretary, J. W. H. 
King. 

The report of the nominating com- 
mittee was read by Dr. Russell. 
Financial Matters. 

The ways and means committee 
strongly recommended the pledging to 
the provincial association of the sum 
of $150, In accordance with last year's 
precedent, and further, In the event of 
it being considered advisable to ap- 
point a secretary who would give his 
whole time to the work, an additional 
$100. or $250 in all. While they were 
pleased in noting the fact that a bal- 
ance remained on hand, with all the 
year's bills paid, they exceedingly re- 
gretted to learn that only 13 out of 
their total of 2S Sunday schools had 
contributed to these funds. 

They further recommended the sys- 
tematic visitation of the defaulting 
schools, as well as of business men 
generally with ttie view of Inducing the 
latter to become constalit and sustain- 
ing members. 

Resolutions. 

The committee on resolutions recom- 
mended: (1) tin.' endorsatlon of the 
plan for teacher training which hud 
been outlined by the vice-president of 
the normal department, and its adop- 
tion by nil the city Sunday schools; 
and (2) the passage of a Sunday clos- 
ing by-law In accordance with the re- 
cent vote of the electors in this city, 
while they regretted that the provin- 
cial government had failed to Introduce 
a local option by-law. These resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted upon 
motion of Geo. Carter, seconded by X. 
Shakespeare. 

J. McKenzle, the retiring president, 
was placed upon the provincial exe- 
cutive as the representative of the 
Victoria district. 

Provincial Secretaries 

S. Mulrhead announced that the pro- 
vincial exhibition would be held in 
this city in the course of next Octo- 
ber, when, In all probability, Mr. 
Marion Laurence, the able general 
secretary of the International Sunday 
School Association, as well as Prof. 
Excel, tlie wonderful leader in the 
service of song, would be present. 

The time had now arrived, be added, 
when Instead of one secretary, three 
secretaries wore required, one for 
each of the three great provinces, 
British Columbia, Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan, and he hoped that by tlie 1st 
of next May all these three men. who 
would give their entire time to the 
work, would have been appointed. He 
himself would moreover be Saskat- 
chewan's representative. 

The general outlook at the present 
time was Indeed very bright, for at 
this evening's meeting the Sunday 
school superintendents numbered S, 
the Sunday school teachers, 55, and 
the adult members of Bible classes. 
Including both women and men, 185. 

lie warmly congratulated this dis- 
trict upon this splendid and crowded 
gathering, which was but the begin- 
ning of a very great movement, in 
which this province was taking the 
lead. The organized work of men 
had already driven the saloons nut of 
Ashland, Ohio, while the young men's 
classes In Ontario had accomplished 
much in the recent elections for local 
option. In emphasizing the Importance 
of Bible study he recounted Principal 
Harper's ten reasons In favor of this 
kind of persistent application anil he 
further urged that, regarded merely 
In the light or literature, a knowledge 
of the contents of the Bible was ab- 
solutely necessary to enable any 
reader to peruse with an Intelligent 
understanding the works of Shakes- | 
penre, Tennyson and Ruskln. 

The Bible, with its sixty-six bonks, 1 
was indeed In itself a library, con- 
taining history, tlie highest types of 
oratory, of biography, of letters .-mil j 
of drama. Charles Dudley Warner j 
held that no Intellgent person could 
afford to lie ignorant of its contents, 
.while Daniel Webster had with vigor I 
maintained the proposition thai both 
the advancement and the prosperity 
of the nation absolutely depended upon 
the eternally true orlnctples which 
were to be found within its nnges.

The first verse of their rallying

WINNIPEG THIS FALL 



Over Thousand Expected to 
Attend Seventy-Ninth An- 
nual Gathering, 



The seventy-ninth annual meeting of 
tlie British Association for the ad- 
vancement of seance will bo held In 
Winnipeg during the week beginning 
August 25 next, tinder the presidency 
of Sir J. J. Thomson, Sc.D., P.R.S. His 
honor, the Lieutenant-Governor has re- 
ceived notice to that effect. 

One of the principal objects of the 
organization Is defined as being "to 
give a stringer Impulse and more 
scientific direction to scientific en- 
quiry." Scientists will be In atten- 
dance from all parts of the British 
Empire. Moses B. Cotsworth, who is 
a temporary resident of Victoria, being 
here In the employ of the provincial 
government In connection with the civil 
service reform, will he present. 

The last meeting of the assocaition 
In Canada took place at Toronto in 
1!>97. It was most successful. 

In speaking of the forthcoming 
gathering the secretary says: "Much 
Interest in tin' meeting has already 
been manifested In Canada and the 
United States as well as in Great 
Britain and it may reasonably he ex- 
pected that a large number of scien- 
tists from both sides of the Atlantic 
will he present, not only because of 
their Interest in science but in order 
to obtain a glimpse of the great Ca- 
nadian West ami to meet its people. 
It is estimated that from four hundred 
tu five hundred members from Europe 
will be In attendance, and It is hoped 
that the gathering will total one thou- 
sand live hundred." 

Generous financial support towards 
the expenses of the meeting has been 
promised by the Dominion government, 
the government of Manitoba and the 
city of Winnipeg, while tlie Western 
provinces and cities have agreed to 
defray Hie expenses of an excursion to 
the Pacific e last of a party of about 
1100 office hearers and distinguished 
guests of the association. 

Other objects of the organization are 
to promote thi> Intercourse of those who 
cultivate science in different parts of 
the British empire, with ope another 
and with foreign philosophers; to ob- 
tain more attention for the objects of 
science, and the removal of any dis- 
advantages of a public kind which im- 
ped.- Its progress. These objects it 
seeks to obtain by homing meetings in 
the principal towns and cities of the 
Empire; by appointing committees to 
investigate problems of special or gen- 
eral moment - such as those which 
concern crops ami manures, effects 
of carious conditions upon the growth 
of seeds and plants, meteorological ob- 
servations anil climatology (rainfall, 
temperature, etc), the diseases of 
plants, the culture and preservation of 
food fishes, the protection of indigen- 
ous animals, the migration of birds, 
the natural history of unexplored re- 
gions, electrolysis, the phenomena of 
earthquakos, the teaching of science In 
elementary schools, etc.; and by mak- 
ing grants of money in aid of ouch 
investigations. 

For tlie sake of convenience tlie work 
of the association during the meeting 
is distributed among the following sec- 
tions, each of which meets dally: 

(a) Mathematical and physical 
science, Including astronomy, meteoro- 
logy, beat, light, electricity, etc. 

(b) Chemistry, Including Its applica- 
tions t:> manufacturers, agriculture, etc. 
and mineralogy. 

(c) Geology, Including its applica- 
tions to mining, etc. 

(d) Zoology, including comparative 
anatomy, 

(e) Geography, Including the rctulU 
of recent exploring expeditions. 

(f) Economic science and statistics, 
including the consideration of social 
problems. 

(g) Engineering, civil, mechanical; 

marine and electrical. 

(h) Anthropology, or the study of the 



Ottawa, March 24.— Consideration of 
the Insurance bill was resumed by tlie 
banking and commerce committee this 
morning. Attention was directed to- 
wards the expenses of British and for- 
eign companies doing business In 
Canada, and it was suggested that 
these companies should be required to 
add to their expenses In Canada an 
amount equal to five per cent, of the 
Canadian premiums to provide for 
head office expenses. Companies' do- 
ing a non-participating business should 
be exempted from this additional five 
per cent, because of the smallness of 
their margin of expenses. 

The companies asked that industrial 
Insurance companies be exempt from 
all restrictions for • expenses. J. K. 
Macdonald said the companies hailed 
with satisfaction the clause making 
illegal tho fixing of rebates and dis- 
criminations. It was suggested, how- 
ever, that In certain cases, such as 
extreme poverty, a special surrender 
value might be allowed. A quin- 
quennial distribution of surplusses was 
objected to, the companies claiming 
that deferred dividend policies were 
extremely popular. 

Mr. Perley, of Argenteull, objected to 
the law stipulating that a member of 
the militia should get the consent of 
his Insurance company before obeying 
a call from his country. .Mr. Macdon- 
ald In reply said the companies did not 
desire to assume that attitude, but they 
had to protect those of their policy- 
holders who did not go to war. Some 
companies allowed militiamen to go on 
active service without additional pre- 
miums, but It was for the defense of 
Canada only.

An emphatic denunciation of tho 
general methods of dealing with ju- 
venile delinquents was made by Dir. 
Ernest Hall in a vigorous address bo- 
fore the Young Men's Brotherhood of 
the Metropolitan Methodist church 
last evening. 

Tho so-called criminology among 
boys of tender age was the result of 
tendency plus environment. Tho pun- 
ishment that was meted out by the 
laws of the land was unscientific and 
cruel. Legally children were consid- 
ered minor until they had attained 
years of discretion. Dr. Hall con- 
tended that, logically, the same sys- 
tem should hold when their conduct 
was in question. Parents were held 
responsible for their offspring in a le- 
gal way. They also should be made 
responsible by law for their moral 
welfare. 

The principal causes of delinquency 
among tho children occupied a good 
deal of the speaker's attention. Much 
of the so-called criminology could be 
traced to paternal disease. Environ- 
ment had much to do with it. But the 
greatest influence, Dr. Hall averred, 
was alcoholism. 

The lecturer spoke of the methods 
adopted in Colorado in dealing with 
the cases under discussion. He told of 
the good Judge Lindsay was doing In 
his wise jurisdiction over the juvenile 
court of Denver. There the kiddies 
who had got Into trouble were not 
treated as criminals but as unfortun- 
ates. 

In a vivid word picture Dr. Hall 
portrayed the industrial school of Col- 
orado, which he had visited but a few 
weeks ago. To more clearly show 
what he wished to represent he had 
some stereoptlcon views of the insti- 
tution thrown on the canvas. 

The boys at this school were not 
criminals, Dr. Hall affirmed. They 
were just as admirable in disposition 
as the average Sunday school attend- 
ant of this province. "And," he con- 
cluded, "they are getting a better all 
round training than those who are re- 
ceiving the benefit of British Colum- 
bia's educational system." 

A. E. McPhitllps, K.C., M.P.P.; H. C 
Brewster, M.P.P.; Dr. Hail. M.P.P., 
and Major Mutter delivered brief ad- 
dresses. They agreed, in the main, 
with the contentions of Dr. Hall. All 
laid stress on the importance of par- 
ental control. Mr. MePhilllps thought 
that the life of the child was most 
largely Influenced by proper family 
and religious training. 

Mr. Brewster, M.P.P.. warmly con- 
gratulated tho attorney-general upon 
the Introduction and the passage of 
most useful legislation, which had ref- 
erence to the reformation of juvenile 
offenders, at the recent session of the 
local legislature.

Lieutenant Shackleton's Nar- 
rative of His Dash To- 
wards South Pole,

London, March 2-1. — Briefly summar- 
ized, the results of the Shackleton ex- 
pedition are that a point was reached 
within 111 miles of the South pole; 
that the magnetic polo also was 
reached; eight mountain chains were 
discovered and 100 mountains. Mount 
Erebus, 13,120 feet high was ascended 
by the party; a new coast and h'njh 
mountain 'were located, running west 
from Victoria Land, and coal fields 
were discovered in the Atlantic con- 
tinent. The theory of the existence of. 
an area of atmospheric calm around 
the South pole was disproved. 

Lieut. Shackleton thus, describes the 
dash to the pole: 

"The southern party, composed of 
Adams, Marshall, Wild and' myself, 
with four ponies and a supporting 
party consisting of Brocklehurst, 
Joyce, Marson, Armytngo and Priest- 
ly, left Cape Boyd on' October 29, 1908, 
On November 3, wo left Hut Point 
with 91 days' provisions, but wero held 
up on White Island, which we reached 
on November 5th. The supporting 
party returned to the permanent quar- 
ters on November 7th. Owing to the 
bad light among the Ice crevasses 
Adams and his pony were nearly lost, 
A few days later we reached tho depot 
at latitude 79.26, longitude 168 east. 
We commenced to reduce our dally 
rations and travelled south along 
meridian 168 over a varying surface of 
ridges and mountains of snow. 

"In latitude Si. 64 we .shot a pony nnd 
made a depot of oil, biscuit and pony 
meat, taking the rest of the pony meat 
to eke out our dried rations. Wo 
reached the Discovery's most souther- 
ly latitude on November 26. Tho 
ponies were attacked by snow blind- 
ness and tho second of them was shot, 
the depot being made in latitude 82.45, 
longitude 170. On November 30th wo 
kill/id our third pony. 

"In steering south and southeast wo 
wero now approaching a high range of 
new mountains, trending to the south- 
east. On December 2, we discovered 
a glacier 120 miles long and approxi- 
mately 40 mfles wide, running in a 
south and southwesterly direction, alid 
on December 5th wo started to ascend 
it at latitude 83.33, longitude 172. Tho 
glacier was full of bud crevasses. It 
took the whole of the next duy for us 
to tight our way 600 yards. On De- 
cember 7th the last remaining pony 
broke through a snowslide and disap- 
peared in a crevasse. Fortunately the 
single tree snapped and saved Wild 
and the sledge, which was damaged. 

"On December 18th, wo reached an 
altitude of 6,800 feet. In latitude 
85.10.3 wo made a depot and left every- 
thing there but our food, instruments 
and camp equipment and reduced mu- 
nitions to 20 ounces per man dally. 
On the 26th we reached a plateau at 
an altitude of 9,000 feet, thence gradu- 
ally rising in long ridges to 10,600 
feet. 

"Finding that the party was becom- 
ing weakened, we decided to risk mak- 
ing a depot on the plateau. On Janu- 
ary 4th we proceeded with one tent, 
utilizing the poles of the second for 
guiding marks for our return. During 
January 7, 8, and 9 the wind blew 70 
miles an hour, with 72 degrees of frost. 
It was impossible to movo and mem- 
bers of the party were frequently frost- 
bitten In their sleeping bags. On Jan- 
uary 9th we left camp and reached 
latitude 88.23, longitude 162 east, this 
being the most southerly point ever 
reached. Here we hoisted the Union 
Jack, presented to us by Her Majesty 
tho Queen. No mountains were visible 
and we saw only a plain stretching to 
the south. WO then started on tho 
return trip. 

"We reached the upper glacier de- 
pot on the 19th. The snow had been 
blown from the surface of the glacier 
leaving only a slippery surface which 
presented the greatest difficulties in 
the descent. 

"On the morning of January 26th 
our food was finished. It was slow 
going. Sixteen miles were covered In 
22 hours. We reached the lower glacier 
depot, In latitude 83.45 on tile 37th. 
There wo obtained food and proceed- 
ed with greater speed. On February 
2nd, Wild was suffering from dysen- 
tery, the effects of tho horse meat, and 
on February 4th the party wns pros- 
trated from the same disease and un- 
able to movo. For eight days the men 
suffered, but our condition Improved, 
and we managed to make our way to 
'Chinaman Depot' on February 13th. 
The food had run out again. 

"Three days later we camo in sight 
of tho depot on Minna Bluff, which 
had been laid by the Joyce party in 
January. Hero wo received news from 
the ship. Marshal hud a rclapso and

as he suffered greatly, wo made a forc- 
ed trip of 24 miles. Ho was untiblo 
to go beyond that, and on the 27th I 
left him In camp in charge of Adam, 
while Wild and I made another forced 
march to tho ship for relief. On March 
3rd I returned with a relief party and 
all reached the ship at Hut Point on 
March 4th in a blizzard. The total 
distance of the journey Including re- 
lays, was 1,708 miles and tho time oc- 
cupied 12C days." 

Prof. Davis described tho northern 
party's journey to the magnetic pole, 
which was undertaken by himself, 
Marshal nnd Maekay. The party haul- 
ed two sledges by relays, tho total 
weight being fiOO pounds per man. Thoy 
mado the start on October 5th, 1908, 
and proceeded north of Cape Bernachl 
and thence, living mainly on seal meat, 
crossing to the Drygalsld glacier. On 
December 0th, after extreme difficul- 
ties, the party reached the main gla- 
cier between the mountains Larson and 
Belllnghausen. From that on it was 
fair traveling to the Island plateau, 
tho altitude of which was more than 
7.000 feet. Thoy reached the magnetic 
pole, 2G0 miles northwest of tho Dry- 
galsld depot, on January 26th and 
hoisted tho Union Jack. Marson deter- 
mined the position of tho pole as being 
in the vicinity of latitude 72.25, longi- 
tude 164. 

In tho courso of their return and in 
attempting to shoot down the main 
glacier tho party became involved in 
tho Ice pressure ridges nnd crevasses, 
necessitating the unloading of the 
sledges and making 11 carry by hand. 
On February 8th they arrived at tho 
Inlet glacier near Drygalskl. Tho pro- 
visions were exhausted except for a 
few biscuits and retreat was cut off 
by the breaking up of the sheet lee. 
The outlook was serious, but they 
were rescued the following day by tho 
Nimrod returning from Cape Wash- 
ington. The duration of the journey 
was 122 days, and the distance travel- 
ed, Including relays, 1.2G0 in 1 1 on. 

Armytngo, Priestly and Brocldchurst 
made another geological journey to tho 
west with useful results, Murray 
found an abundance of microscopic 
life, rotlfera, a division of nnininleulnl, 
etc., In the fresh water lakes near 
Cape Boyd, Ringed penguins also were 
found. The chief vegetation consisted 
of Inrgo sheets of fungus-like plants, 
many lichens and a few mosses. There 
was an abundance of seaweed. The 
aurora displays throughout the winter 
were exceedingly brilliant. 

Prof. David considers that most of 
the Antarctic bergs are of snow.

The Colonist has placed Itself 
squarely on record in regard to the 
need of action by the Dominion In the 
matter of self-defence, 'out another 
duty devolves upon the people of 
this country, and we are rich enough 
to undertake it. Tho protection of 
the Mother Country may not be 
our first duty, but it stands upon 
tho same level as the protection of 
our own land. 

The announcement by the First Lord 
of the Admiralty that Germany is in- 
creasing her navy at an unexpected 
rate imposes an obligation upon Brit- 
ish people everywhere. It is an obli- 
gation which no one anticipated. We 
have all been under the comfortable 
assurance that the United Kingdom 
was able to maintain the two-power 
standard without unduly burdening 
her people. There seems to be some 
doubt on this point, and that being 
the case we think it is the duty of 
the people of Canada to give a help- 
ing hand. If more battleships are 
needed than tlie British government 
feels that the highly taxed people of 
Britain can afford to pay for, 
lot Canada build one and present it 
to the Royal Navy. 

We believe that if Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier would rise in his place In Parlia- 
ment and inform the House that he 
proposed to ask for a vote for that 
purpose, such an expression of hearty 
approval would go up from .one end 
of Canada to the other as would sur- 
' prise the world. 

The people of Canada can afford to 
give the navy a battleship of the 
most approved type. They can af- 
ford to give more than one for that 
matter. The time has come to show 
the world that. .the .Empire is a unit. 

We have no desire ' to introduce 
politics into a question of such a 
character, . but it is the simple truth 
to say that the Dominion government 
lags behind public opinion in this res- 
pect. The people of Canada are ready 
to help the Mother Land, and a very 
great majority of them will regret ex- 
ceedingly if they are not given the 
chance to do . so. A signa l oppor- 
tunity has come to Canada, and we 
earnestly hope that Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier will seize upon it and give voice 
to the .sentiments of the people. We 
await not without anxiety the course 
which he will take.

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United States tho opportunity o£ USUI** 
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NON-'PARTIZANSHIP. 

A contemporary, commenting upon 
the suggestion of the Colonist to the 
effect that, while newspapers may 
properly enough fight election cam- 
paigns as vigorously as they know 
how, they ought between elections to 
abstain from the persistent discussion 
of everything from the partizan point 
of view, says this means that a paper 
"should be an ostrich." We confess to 
being unable to see the point of this 
observation. The particular charac- 
teristic of the ostrich to which our 
contemporary refers is Its alleged habit 
of burying its head in the sand, which 
we are told Is the expedient resorted 
to by the silly bird under the impres- 
sion that when it sees nobody, nobody 
can see it. We confess to ignorance! 
of what is In the mind of the ostrich, 
if it does the thing referred to, and we 
also confess to being unable to see 
wherein the course- suggested by the 
Colonist bears the slightest relation 
to such absurd tactics. There arc soma 
newspapers, which think it necessary 
to proclaim daily that they are 
Liberal or Conservative as tho case 
may be, and there are some people who 
have doubt as to the loyalty of a news- 
paper to the party with which it Is In 
sympathy If it does net manage at least 
once a day to laud and magnify Its 
friends and pour maledictions upon Its 
opponents. For six years and mure 
some of the Liberal papers of British 
Columbia and a good many Liberal 
papers in other parts of Canada have 
been after the scalp of tho McBrldo 
ministry, bin not only is the scalp 
still la its place, but it is seemingly 
more vigorous than ever.

THE U. S. TARIFF 

While the changes in the United 
States tariff do not go as far as was 
expected by some Canadians in re- 
spect to tile admission of pulp and 
paper into that country, they go far 
enough to make it very evident that 
after a little the barriers will be 
thrown down and that too without 
any corresponding concessions from 
this country. For the present there 
will be a duty on pulp and paper un- 
less the Canadian authorities, federal 
and provincial, refrain from imposing 
anything that resembles an export 
duty. We are not In possession ot the 
tariff Bill, but the report of the 
committee, which examined this phase 
of the tariff was as follows: 

Mechanically ground wood pulp, one 
twelfth of one cent per pound, dry 
weight; provided, however, that me- 
chanically ground wood pulp shall be 
admitted free of duty from any coun- 
try, dependency, Province, _ or other 
subdivision of Government which does 
not forbid or restrict the exportation 
of or impose any export duty, export 
license fee, or other export charge of 
any kind whatsoever, either directly 
or Indirectly (whether in the form of 
additional charge or license fee, or 
otherwise) upon mechanically ground 
wood pulp or wood for use in the 
manufacture of wood pulp. 

Chemical wood pulp, unbleached, 
one-sixth of one cent per pound, dry 
weight; bleached, one-fourth of one 
cent per pound, dry weight; provided, 
that if any country, dependency, or 
Province shall Impose an export duty 
or other export charge of any kind 
whatsoever, either directly or Indi- 
rectly, on pulp wood exported to the 
United States, the amount of such ex- 
port duty or other- export charge shall 
be added as an additional duty to the 
duties, herein imposed upon wood 
pulp when imported from such coun- 
try, dependency, or Province. 

We are not sure how this is to he 
understood. There is no impost of 
any kind upon pulp wood exported 
from any of the provinces • except On- 
tario and British Columbia; at least 
that is how we understand the matter. 
There is, indeed, no specific impost 
upon the export of pulp wood from 
this province, but ther/> is no doubt 
that the provisions governing the cut- 
ting of timber have that effect. There 
may be an open question as to whe- 
ther under the proposed United States 
tariff ground wood pulp could be sent 
to that country free of duty from the 
provinces in which there is no such 
prohibition. There is no reason to 
suppose that the federal authorities 
will impose- a duty on exported pulp 
wood. 

We notice from interviews printed 
in the Toronto Star that the lumber- 
men of that city think the lowering of 
the duty on lumber will be a good 
thing for Canada, although some of 
them admit that it may lead to an In- 
crease Of price in Canada. One of 
those interviewed said that an agita- 
tion might arise for the imposition of 
an export duty on all Canadian tim- 
ber, but we greatly doubt tills. The 
views of Mr. D. D. Mann and Mr. 
George S. Lindsey, recently president 
of the Crow's Nest Pass Coal company, 
have so much of a local application 
that we quote them in full from the 
Star: 

According to Mr. Lindsey, manager 
of the Crow's Nest Pass company, 
British Columbia would be affected in 
at least live respects by tile proposed 
American tariff revision. 

"In lumber it means a wider mar- 
ket," said Mr. Lindsey to the Star this 
morning, in bituminous coal and coke. 
If Canada reciprocates, there's an en- 
larged and Increased American market 
for British Columbia. As Canada im- 
poses no duty on coke, the American 
duty will be removed. Canada does 
levy 5;i cents on bituminous coal, so 
reciprocity is a condition here. In 
pulpwood and lumber British Colum- 
bia will derive a decided benefit. In 
one particular, zinc, the new tariff is 
unfavorable, as a duty of one cent a 
pound on zinc in ore Is proposed. 
However, the important commodities 
are lumber, pulpwood, coal and coke, 
and such changes are favorable." 

"Any change that the Americans 
may make in their tariffs on Iron and 
steel will not affect the iron industries 
of Canada, at least, not for some time, 
to come." 

So spoke Mr. D. D. Mann of the 
Mackenzie it Mann Interests, when 
seen this morning with reference to 
tin- Payne tariff. 

"It is not Hint we have not in Can- 
ada sufficient Iron ore for export pur- 
poses, for wo have. The reason we 
are not Injured or helped by any 
change the United States may put in- 
to force is that the iron mines have 
not been developed enough to allow 
export trade. Thore Is ample demand 
In Canada for all the ore which tho 
mines turn out, and it will continue so 
for some years. In time, perhaps, en- 
ough ore may be dug out of the 
earth to allow some of it to be ex- 
ported, but by then we won't be wor- 
rying over tnrlff changes. 

"I am glad to see that pulp lias been 
put on the free list," went on Mr. 
Mann. "That is as it should be. We 
have an Inexhaustible supply of ma- 
terial In this country, if the proper 
protection Is afforded our forests In 
the matter of planting treen and Are 
protection. In addition, the trees grow 
fast. That being the case, when the 
duty is taken off pulp, it can be manu- 
factured in this country. Under tho 
old tnrlff the wood went In free, and 
the American water power was used 
to manufacture the pulp. Now, 



its water power for other purposes." 

The putting of pulp on tho free list 
is contingent upon Canada's not put 
ting on an export duty. In Mr. Mann's 
opinion there is no reason for Canada 
doing anything of the sort. An export 
duty would have for its object the 
protection of the pulp manufacturers, 
but with pulp on the free list into the 
States, the manufacturers aro given 
that very protection. 

"Any country that Is a manufactur 
ing country should let In all materials 
free," went on Mr. Mann. "It not 
only protects the native raw material 
but gives more work to the manufac- 
turing concerns themselves." 

Mr. Mann stated that there should 
bo no duty on coal. 

"The geographical positions of the 
two countries show that." he said. 
"Hero In Eastern Canada, in Ontario 
and Quebec, we have no coal, while to 
the south of us Is an unlimited supply. 
In the Western States there is no coal, 
While to the north, in Canada, Is an- 
other unlimited supply. Why 
shouldn't there be free trade in coal? 
If there wore it would do away with 
the long haulage over the railways 
from coast to coast in Canada, and 
from coast to coast in the States." 



A SALVAGE CORPS 

We do not wish to be misunderstood 
in what we have said as to the need 
of a salvage corps in Victoria. The 
suggestion implies no criticism upon 
the Fire Department as at present 
constituted. The extinguishment of 
(ires and the saving of moveable prop- 
erty from lire are distinct things. 
While a competent Fire Chief will en- 
deavor to spare personal property 
from destruction as far as he Is able, 
lie will realize, as he ought to realize, 
that his first duty Is to put the lire 
out, and to accomplish this he must 
disregard all other considerations. 
The time when his greatest efforts 
are called for is at the. beginning of a 
fire, and this Is just the time when 
the greatest efforts ought to be made 
for the protection of moveable prop- 
erty. No man can look after these 
two things at tho same time. It Is 
said that at tho Pemberton Block fire 
the salvage was as great as It could 
have been under any circumstances. 
We concedo that it was as great as 
could be expected without the work 
of a Salvage Corps, but we do not 
concede that, if there had been some 
one, who was charged with the duty 
of saving moveables and nothing else 
whatever, the salvage might not have 
been greater. There is no use for any 
one to express an opinion on such a 
point, for no one Is in a position to 
form an •opinion that is worth any- 
thing at a!!. Experience in other cities 
shows that men, who are specially 
charged with salvage operations, can 
accomplish wonders. 

A Salvage Corps n.c-ed not be large. 
The principal thing is to have a good 
man at the head of It. and if he lias 
tw_> or three assistants to handle lad- 
ders and such other appliances as may 
call for a little; experience, he can 
easily get all the voluntary assistance 
needed. Every one. knows how ready 
bystanders are to give assistance un- 
der such circumstances; every one al- 
so knows how exceedingly Important 
intelligent -direction is in such a case. 
During the lire of a few years ago 
that swept up Princess and Queens 
avenues, at the outset the bystanders 
stood idly by, but as soon as some 
one set the example they rushed into 
the houses and removed the furniture. 
But there most of the work ceased, 
and in many cases the furniture was 
burned in the street. If some official 
witli authority had been in charge of 
that particular work much better re- 
sults would have been reached. Take 
the case of a fire in a store where 
there are goods that may he damaged 
by water. There ought to he some 
one charged with seeing that every- 
thing possible is done to protect such 
goods with tarpaulins and other ap- 
pliances. The Firemen cannot stop to 
think of this. It Is their business to 
get the fire out, and if in so doing 
they damage a lot of things by water, 
they cannot be blamed. Get out the 
fire and get it out with the least pos- 
sible delay, is their motto, .and in the 
public Interest it ought to be their 
motto. 

It follows from what we have said 
that as the Fire Department Is prim- 
arily for the protection of the public 
welfare, a Salvage Corps is primarily 
for the benefit of the Fire Underwrit- 
ers, that Is assuming that people pro- 
tect their personal property by Insur- 
ance. Hence in many places, a 
part at least or the cost of such a 
corps is borne by the Fire Underwrit- 
ers. We suggest that this ought to be 
the case in Victoria.

A Halifax dispatch, dated March 17. 
says; "The Aerial Experiment Asso- 
ciation resumed its experiments at 
Baddeck this week, using drome No. 6, 
Dr, Bell's tetrahedrul Cygnet II., with 
Douglas McCurdy as aviator. Whe- 
ther it w as due to the head resistance 
of tin- structure or Ihe Inability of tho 
engine to develop the power required, 
tin- Cygnet failed to rise. The engine 
was immediately transferred to the 
Silver Dart for a flight, and the Dart, 
In turn, failed to rise on the first at- 
tempt. After a thorough overhauling 
and speeding of the engine another 
flight was attempted, which proved 
successful, and one of the most sen- 
sational flights Mr. McCurdy, the 
aviator, lias yet accomplished. As a 
puffy wind, varying from s to 1-1 
miles an hour, was blowing at the 
time, It gave the aviator a chance to 
test the stability of Hie machine, as 
well as his own ability to control it. 
Both stood the test, and a flight of 
three miles was made with and against 
the- wind. Mr. McCurdy made several 
flights today over a measured course 
oil the ice, hut in each (light the 
engine was working very unsatisl'ac- 
ily, and Mr. McCurdy made a landing 
on the ice, in each flight, beforo lie 
covered the eight-mile course."

ABO UT PEO PLE 

The names of the two new Fellows 
of the Royal Society speak for them- 
selves as to the country of their ori- 
gin. Mr. W. McFadden Orr is a mem- 
ber of a well-known County Down 
family. He went from the Methodist 
College to Queen's College, Belfast, in 
18S2 as first science scholar, and ever 
since his career has been ono of in- 
creasing distinction. He was Senior 
Wrangler at Cambridge, where he was 
a student of St. John's College, in liSSS. 
Ho is professor of applied mathema- 
tics and mechanics in the Royal Col- 
lege of Science, Dublin, and for many- 
years he lias held a distinguished name 
umong Irish scientists. 



The high percentage of deaths in 
the French Academy in 1908 is, snys 
the Westminster Gazette, almost 
without a parallel. In 1723, however, 
no fewer than seven of the forty died, 
though there Is not a name among 
the seven which anyone is likely to 
remember. There were live deaths In 
1761, and these were also the deaths 
of men whose fame died with them. 
One might have expected the year of 
the Terror to be specially fatal to 
academicians, but, in spite of auiclde 
and the guillotine, only four of them 
perished — De Brierne, Condorcet, 
Chamfort and Malesherbes. Another 
year in which the death raU was 
high was 18D2, when Xavier Marmier, 
Admiral de la Graviere, Camlllo 
Rousset, Ernest Renan and John 
Lenioine all passed away. 

The Edinburgh High School, famous 
as the training-ground of the great 
£sir Walter and many other eminent 
Scotsmen, is, says the Pall Mall 
Gazette, shortly losing Its present 
rector, Dr. John Marshall, by his re- 
tirement at the end of the present 
session. He has for many years held 
a leading position in the educational 
world. Beginning as a pupil teacher, 
he made his way through Balllol, pick- 
ing up many distinctions en route. 
He remained for a short time in Ox- 
ford as classical lecturer at his own 
college. In 1S77 lie went to Leeds as 
professor of classics at the Yorkshire 
colleg.s. which has lately matured 
into the University of that city. Dr. 
Marshall has held his present post 
since 1SS2. All the time he lias been 
active not only as a teacher but as an 
editor of classical texts. He has 
also refreshed himself by an occupa- 
tion not over popular in these days — 
tiio translation of Homer into English 
verso. 

On the Continent the agitation is 
equally aggressive. The piano fiend 
has his hours of practice limited in 
Berlin, where the street organ has 
been banished for nea r ly a quarter of 
a century. The small towns of Prus- 
sia limit the performances of street 
bands to one day a week, and even 
then the instruments have to pass 
the searching test of an officer. Sim- 
ilarly, gay Paris Is wrestling with 
the problem, and the first step has 
been the prohibition of street music 
in every form. Zurich is endeavor- 
ing to enforco a "curfew" for church 
bells, which are an intolerable nuls- 
unce in that city. 

The Baroness Orezy tolls an amus- 
ing story of a visit she paid to the 
theatre one day while the rehearsals 
of lier first play, "The Scarlet Pim- 
pernel," were in progress. There was 
a new call-boy there, says tho Penny 
.Magazine, who had not quite suc- 
ceded in locating the various per- 
sonages. Going up to the Barone3s, 
he said: "Excuse me, miss, but are 
you one of the company?" "No," she 
replied with a smile, "not exactly; in 
fact, I am only the authoress." "Oh, 
is that all?" replied the boy. "Very 
well, then, you sit down over there 
out of the way," and he turned awny 
with a sniff of contempt. 

The telegraphists' rules for the Eng- 
lish language are proverbially so curi- 
ous as to be past all understanding. 
For years it was the rule and perhaps 
it still Is so, that the expression 
"mother-in-law" counted as three 
words, while a. "father-in-law" was 
telegraphed for one; and many other 
contradictions wore noted by interest- 
ed and at times exasperated observers. 
A correspondent now Informs a con- 
temporary that the word "week-end," 
which he had occasion to use in a re- 
cent telegram, caused acute contro- 
versy In a' post office. One clerk was 
sure that it was two words; another 
was ■equally certain that it should be 
charged as one, The impatient sender 
of the telegram suggested they should 
toss for It, as his message was mean- 
while being delayed, hut so easy a wny 
out of the difficulty was repeated with 
fitting scorn. In these matters at least 
the post of lice Is regulated by prin- 
ciple, and not by chance, although It 
is very often a matter of pure chance 
how long a telegram takes in reaching 
its destination; and, as compromise 
was impossible, the chief clerk's ver- 
dict, was accepted, and tho word 
"week-end" was officially admitted to 
be ono and Indivisible. But the clerk, 
like the wlso judge in the anecdote, 
would give no reason for his ruling. 



BRITI SH OP INION 

The Morning Post says: The splen- 
did triumph achieved by Mr, Scott 
Dickson in tho Glasgow bye-election 
will probably lead to further defection 
from free trade principles on the part 
of Liberal ministers. The overwhelm- 
ing majority by which the ministerial 
candidate has been defeated Is tho most 
telling rejoinder to the complacent 
claim of Liberals thai: Scotland as a 
whole is staunch in support of their 
cause. A constituency in the heart of 
the largest city in the country, rank- 
ing among the foremost centres of in- 
dustry and commerce In the whole of 
tho United Kingdom, has pronounced 
in the most decisive manner its con- 
demnation of tho government and its 
approval of the Unionist principles and 
programme. It was hoped that Mr. 
Bowles would win tho support of the 
Unionist free traders, but It is pro- 
bable that his submission to the de- 
mandn of the Irish Nationalists weak- 
ened his chances in one direction, 
while strengthening them in another. 
The sudden conversion of the free 
trade candidate to Home Rule goes to 
show that those who oppose the essen- 
tial policy of the Unionist party are 
drawn to adopt the most dangerous 
principles professed by its opponents. 
Mr. Bowles from llrst to last proclaim- 
ed that tho llscal question was the 
dominating issue in the election, and 
declared that a victory for his oppon- 
ent would be a verdict for tariff re- 
form. It is clear that Mr. Bowles stood 
primarily as a champion of the existing 
fiscal system, and that a great indus- 
trial and commercial constituency re- 
jected him by a striking majority. 

We are distinctly of opinion, says 
tho Dally Express, that the character 
of the Radical candidate has been a 
considerable factor in the Unionist 
success. The country is becoming 
weary of tho political turncoat who 
within a few hours of his change of 
party begins virulently to assail his 
former friends. The rewards for recent 
"changes of opinion" have been a little 
too obvious. The virulence has -ap- 
peared not quite decent. Moreover, 
Mr. Bowles made a mistake In eager- 
ly sacrilicing his former conviction on 
Home Rule to his perfervld Cobdenism. 
The Scotch are shrewd, hard-headed, 
cautious. Mr. Bowles is a clever man, 
but he is a political humorist. It might 
have been supposed that if Dundee 
would accept Mr. Winston Churchill 
Glasgow might well swallow Mr. 
Bowles. But Glasgow would not. Per- 
haps Scotland is tired of finding, seats 
for tho rejected of England. 

If the Radicals yesterday affected to 
put a good face on the damaging vic- 
tory in Forfarshire (remarks the 
Standard), wo shall be curious today 
to see what explanation they will of- 
fer of their signal defeat In Central 
Glasgow. By a majority of 2,113 the 
index constituency of the chief com- 
mercial city In Scotland has elected 
Mr. Scott Dickson, Unionist and tariff 
reformer, and rejected Mr. Gibson 
Bowles, Home Ruler and free trader. 
All along we had confidently reckoned 
on tho seat beinsv captured for Conser- 
vatism. Not before yesterday lias su 
overwhelming a success been scored 
in Glasgow. The circumstances, wo 
confess, were peculiar. Mr. Gibson 
Bowles, although a very clever gentle- 
man, overshot the mark when ho cap- 
itulated to Nationalist pressure for 
the sake of the Irish vote. Probably 
he lost as much as he gained by his 
renegade act. For Scotsmen are sturdy 
folk, slow to change their opinion:;, 
and suspicious of change In others. 
Let us hope that the ill-success of his 
unprincipled desertion may be a warn- 
ing to other politicians in search of a 
seat. Mr. Scott Dickson is to ho warm- 
ly congratulated on his vigorous and 
well-supported efforts. In the House 
of Commons his attendance will be 
welcome as n reinforcement of debat- 
ing power, which is none too strong, 
While his presence will be n constant 
reminder to Radicals inclined towards 
making terms with Home Rulers that 
the bargain is not likely to be profit- 
able. 

In the present case (explains the 
Daily Chronicle), every effort was 
made on tho Conservative side to put 
the free trade Unionists off guard. Mr. 
Scott Dickson said as little about tariff 
reform as he possibly could, and never 
mcntionori it as one of the dominating 
issues. The Glasgow Herald, an .able 
and influential organ on the Unionist 
free trade side, implored its readers 
day after day to sink the fiscal issue 
on this occasion. "There can be no 
betrayal of free trade principles," it 
wrote, on the eve of tho poll, "in re- 
cording a vote for a tariff reformer 
who cannot make tariff reform effec- 
tive in the present parliament. Union- 
ist free traders ought not to allow 
their decision to he embarassed by 
considerations of what they ought to 
do now because of what they may 
feel compelled to do when again there 
is a vacancy in tho Central." Such 
appeals were made the more effective 
by Mr. Bowles's acquisition of the 
Irish Nationalist vote. Free trade, it 
was said, is not for the moment In 
danger, and electors In the Central 
were thus free to Indulge their antip- 
athy to the Idea of Home Rule. Our 
opponents cannot have it all ways. 
They cannot appeal for votes on one 
issue and count them when obtained 
on another. They are entitled to say 
that the result Indicates some reaction 
against this strenuous government, or 
that it Is an anti-Home Rule rein on - 
stratlon. They are not entitled on 
their own showing to claim It as a 
victory for tariff reform.

CAPT. TATLOW PRAISES 
EXHIBITION 



SEATTLE 



Location Is Ideal and the Fair 
Will Be Ready in Plenty 
of Time, 



"I was amazed at the e:rtent of the 
buildings and. the amount of work' al- 
ready done at the Alaska- Yukon- 
Pacific exhibition," said the Hon. Capt. 
Tatlow yesterday on his return from 
a vlf.lt to Seattle. "They are going 
to have a beautiful exhibition which 
reminded me very much of the White 
City, as the Franco-British exhibition 
was called, which I visited in London 
last year." 

Capt. Tatlow has just returned from 
a. trip to the Sound metropolis, where 
he went to see Col. Hutchinson, who 
Is In chargo of the Canadian exhibit. 
Tho colonel is an expert in exhibitions 
and has had charge of the arrange- 
ments and installations of the Do- 
minion exhibits at a number of worlds' 
fairs, and his handiwork at Dublin and 
London was generally considered tho 
most attractive of any of the displays 
made. He is surrounded by an expert 
staff, and Canadian's will have no rea- 
son to be ashamed of the efforts made 
in their behalf when they visit Seat- 
tle this year. 

Capt. Tatlow assured Col. Hutchin- 
son that the local government would 
be pleased to do what It could in the 
way of lending assistance. There is 
to be no separate exhibit from British 
Columbia, but the province will be re 
presented in the general Canadian dls 
play. All the government agents 
throughout the province will do what 
they can to help in the way of col- 
lecting and forwarding what is needed, 
and tho local contributions will take 
the shape chiefly of timber, fish, min- 
eral and agricultural products. 

Idcul Location. 

Speaking of tho fair, Capt. Tatlow 
said: 

"They have an Ideal location for an 
exhibition with a beautiful lake com- 
ing up to the grounds and che snow- 
capped mountains In the background. 
At the Franco-British exhibition they 
had painted scenery to form a back- 
ground. It was very cleverly and re- 
alistically done, but in Seattle they 
have the real thing. 

"I was amazed 'to see how much 
work had been accomplished. Many 
of tho buildings are already finished 
and it Is possible now to form an idea 
of what the exhibition will be like. The 
grounds are already visited by crowds 
of people at a charge of 25 conts a 
head. The most backward of the build- 
ings seemed to bo that of the Ameri- 
can government, -but they are working 
hard at it and It should be finished In 
time. 

"Tho Canadian building is nearly 
ready and Col. Hutchinson told me 
that there were nine carloads of ex- 
hibits already there awaiting unload- 
ing. It is situated just east of what 
in Europe would be called tho court 
of honor, and just behind the Music 
pavilion. Many of the buildings are 
exceedingly beautiful architecturally, 
and with two exceptions all are white. 
This will give a very beautiful effect, 
liko that which was so much admired 
at (bo Franco-British exhibition' in 
London, and which earned for it the 
name of tho White City. The excep- 
tions are the very handsome Forestry 
building, done In the Corinthian style 
with Immense pillars made out of huge 
fir trunks. The Arctic Brotherhood is 
also putting up a pavilion in the shape 
of a log cabin which is beautifully situ- 
ated overlooking a little bay formed 
by the lake. 

"Seattle is certainly a wonderful 
place. They are working night and 
day getting the streets and approaches 
to the grounds in shape. As I came 
homo from the theatre last night, the 
steam shovels were at work and the 
utmost activity prevailed. There is no 
doubt in my mind but that the exhibi- 
tion will be ready on time, and that It 
will be an achievement of which Se- 
attle will have every reason to be 
proud."

Whether new tenders will be called 
for the construction of a fishery pro- 
tection cruiser, long promised, for 
service in British Columbia waters, or 
a contract will be awarded on the 
tenders now before the government, 
is uncertain. It was reported some 
time ago that the latter was dissatis- 
fied with the tenders submitted and 
that new ones would be called. In 
answer to an enquiry by Mr. Ralph 
Smith, M.P. for Nanaimo district, Hon. 
L. P. Brodeur. Minister of Marnieand 
Fisheries, said that tenders were now 
under consideration. The B.C. Marine 
Railway Company, which submitted an 
offer two years ago for the work, did 
not go to the- expense of making new 
estimates on the revised plans owing 
to the fact that it was learned that 
the plans and specifications were be- 
ing hawked about the British yards 
and even to second hand ship dealers 
and brokers. It was understood that 
the work was to he confined to Cana- 
dian shipbuilders. 

Ralph Smith, M.P., submitted a ser- 
ies of queries, which, with the ans- 
wers by the Minister were as follows: 

1. How many lishery cruisers does 
the government own and operate for 
fisheries protection throughout the 
whole of Canada? 

2. What are their names and where 
are they separately placed? 

3. Has the government definitely 
decided to build cruisers for the Brit- 
ish Columbia fisheries protection? 

4. As the House of Commons appro- 
priated asum for this purpose two 
years ago, why has the work been de- 
layed? 

5. Have the claims for such protec- 
tion been presented to the department, 
If so, by whom? 

Hon. L. P. Brodeur (Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries): 

1. Nine. 

2. "Canada." Southeast coast of 
Nova Scotia and Cape Breton. 

"Constance." Capo Breton const. 
"Petrel." Prince Edward Island 
coast. 

"Curlew." Bay of Fundy. 

"Princess." Magdalen Islands and 
Lower Gulf Division. 

"Vigilant." Lake Erie. 

"Kestrel." British Columbia coast.

Abel Douglas, who went Whaling 
from Victoria In the schooner Kute 
in the early days, making his first 
cruise forty years ago. Capt Nelson 
met Dougius in the Arctic and in con- 
versation was told about the whaling 
exploits from this city in the schoon- 
er Kate. i.- J 8i 

The last whaling expeditions of this 
nature were th6se ; ' Vof the steamer 
Alexander outfitted for a whaling 
cruise from thlir port and the steamer 
Thistle, which afterward becamo Hon. 
James Dunsmulr's yacht. 

As far as can be learned the har- 
poon was one of a number, probably 
fifty, ■ packed in a box which was 
placed at the back of the Board of 
Trade building. The caretaker of the 
Board of Trade building had several 
which lie kept as curios, but has now 
shown a quick disinclination to re- 
tain the tilings. The harpoons were 
found by Mr. Kent and some other 
young men in the vacant lot adjoin- 
ing the building of the Pacific Tran- 
sfer company some time ago, and, 
not knowing the dangerous nature of 
tho tilings, they used them as javelins 
to throw at a nearby telegruph post 
and at a target placed on an empty 
packing case. 

One man secured several of the 
harpoons with an idea of selling them 
to a curio dealer, but tills idea was 
a bandoned. 

A number were carried away, and 
where these are scattered is not 
known. 



PRAIRIE PROVINCES 
IMPORTING^ TEACHERS 

Alberta Makes Arrangements 
To Get Pedagogues from 
the Old Country, 



The prairie provinces are very hard 
up for school teachers. This is un- 
derstood to be a normal condition of 
things, but the situation seems to have 
reached a stage sufficiently acute to 
render unusuai steps necessary. 

The government of Alberta has made 
arrangements for the supply of a large 
number of English teachers for the 
public schools of that province, as it 
seems that after midsummer 150 more 
tejichers will be required than can bo 
provided locally. These are coming 
from England. It is said, too, that 
similar conditions prevail In Saskatch- 
ewan. 

It appears from enquiries made at 
the offices of the board of education 
hero that there is also a shortage of 
teachers in British Columbia, though 
not a sufficient one to cause grave in- 
convenience. There is a chronic 
shortage In the supply In this province, 
which Is aggravated by good times. In 
hard times, It seems, there is no diffi- 
culty about getting teachers. It is a 
question of salary. When times are 
good the remuneration paid by the 
state for teachers is not attractive, but 
With hard times and lower wages and 
a certain amount of unemployment the 
ranks fill up again. In the meantime 
British Columbia Is not so hard put 
to It that she has to import teachers.

SURVEYS FOR SEASON 
BEING DECIDED UPON 

Nearly All the Money Is Being 
Spent This Year in North- 
ern Interior. 



. The chief commissioner of lands and 
Surveyor General McKay have been 
busy of late mapping out the pro- 
gramme for the season's surveying. 
At the recent session $286,000 was ap- 
propriated for this purpose and nearly 
all of it will be expended in opening 
up the new regions of British Colum- 
bia which are now attracting so much 
attention, 

In many cases the surveyors have 
been sent back into the territory in 
Which thoy wore working last season, 
as In this way it is found that more 
effective work can be done. A long 
list of survey parties has been made 
out, and a number of the principal 
ones are given here. 

T. H. Taylor will go into tho coun- 
try from Ootsa lake to Chilco lake. 
This survey will prove of considerable 
Importance, as among other Informa- 
tion gathered, it Is believed that a good 
trail is feasible from the headquarters 
of the Chilcotin river to Bella Coola. 
This Is a distance of about 120 miles, 
and will be available for shipping, cat- 
tle destined for the Yukon and Prince 
Rupert. At present animals would 
have to be driven 200 miles to Ash- 
croft and then sent round to Vancou- 
ver and shipped from there. It will bo 
a great saving in time and expense to 
be able thus to eiiip them from Bella 
Coola. 

Swannell & Robertson will go into 
the Naas River country, nnd the firm 
of Humphreys, Tupper it Rico will 
have two parties on Graham Island. 
It is hoped this year to clean up the 
work on the eastern reserve on Gra- 
ham island, the agricultural member 
of the Queen Charlotte group, as then; 
is much demand for land on that Is- 
land, and settlors are coming in. There 
is an important question of drainage 
and river cleaning also to be solved on 
this Island. Gore & MacGregor will 
send a party again this year 1 to tho 
country west of the Fraser south of 
Fort George. 

Ootsa Lake District 
John Hirscli has been assigned the 
territory from Ootsa lake north to the 
line of the Grand Trunk. Henry Fry 
will go north lo Cluscus lake once 
more, and this" year C. de B. Green will 
head a party bound for the northern 
portion of Vancouver island. J. A. 
Devereaux will go to tho Nasco river. 

E. P. Colley is to return to his old 
stamping grounds In the Ootsa lake 
and Francis lake country. That par- 
ticular section' is going ahead fast and 
settlers are coming In rapidly. An 
evidence of the growth of what a yew 
or two ago was a trackless wild. Is 
the fact that two new postofflces are 
being established there, one at Fran- 
cis lake and tho other at Ootsa Lake. 

A. W. Harvey goes back to the 
Skeena river once more. This just 
now is a very popular district with 
Immigrants and the Hudson's Bay Co. 
have already over 1200 passages be- 
spoken as soon as navigation opens 
on the river. It is known that there 
are large tracts of good land In that 
section, and it is the Intention to get 
them surveyed as fast as possible. 

Among other surveyors who are go- 
ing back to tho scene of their labors of 
the season before are Sidney Williams, 
who is going to Chilcotin river; A. H. 
Holland to Cariboo, J. H. Gray to 
Stewart river reserve, J. H. Brownlee 
to Babine lake and R. H. Leo to Kara- 
loops and the North Thompson. Air. 
Lee's past exploration showed that 
there exists large areas of good, va- 
cant land on the North Thompson, 
many of which have still to be report- 
ed on. X. F. Townsend is going to the 
Queen Charlottes. 

Chiefly New Districts 
This is not a complete list of the 
survey parties, but it includes all the 
more Important ones. There are sev- 
eral lesser expeditions, as well as ai 
little work In the southern portion of ; 
the province in tho way of connecting ; 
up old work nnd straightening out 
tangles. Mainly, however, the appro- 
priation is being expended in the new 
districts where the presence of a sur- 
veyor Is often a god-send to the would- 
be settler. The surveyors have in- 
structions to help the settlers in every 
way, and are frequently able to give 
them information which saves them 
a great deal of hard work and often 
disappointment. As was the case last 
year, reserves havo been placed on the 
districts' in which the surveyors arc 
sent, which are thus closed to lease or 
purchase while open to pre-emption. 

The actual work of survey, of course, 
does not conclude the duties of the 
surveyors sent out on such missions 
as these, as on their return they are 
expected not only to report on tho 
land actually surveyed, but also to col- 
lect and give to the department all 
possible information regarding the na- 
tural resources of the districts through 
which they pass. As the heads of 
these expeditions are always men of 
experience, a large amount of valuable 
and varied information is thus an- 
nually acquired by the administration 
in addition to that received from other 
sources.

Tin? Nanaimo Agricultural society, 
which has recently been organized, Is 
talking of holding a show in September. 
The suggestion is now on fool to co- 
operate with the Vancouver Agriculuir- 
il association, the Xanalmo society to 
hold its show directly after the Van- 
couver show, the latter to send its ex- 
hibits over to Nanaimo. 

Following the traditional history of 
the city, it Is likely that the 24th of 
May will be again celebrated this year. 
Committees are .at work on the matter 
and a report will be made to the coun- 
cil on Monday evening. As usual, the 
Sons of England of Vancouver will run 
an excursion hero on the day of tho 
celebration.

HERE AND THERE 



Much has been said In thin city 
about the heal way to treat delinquent 
children. 'There . has nut, however, 
been much consideration of what is to 
•be done with the boys or girls when, 
either after they have undergone pun- 
lahment or been dismissed by the, ma- 
gistrate, they take their old places in 
society. Yet a little consideration 
will show that this la the most diiti- 
cult time for the children. They will 
naturally be objects of anxiety to care- 
ful mothers. Good children will not be 
allowed to play with them and the au- 
thorities will watch carefully lest they 
associate with bad; companions. Em- 
ployers will not be eager to give them 
work ami school teachers will look 
Upon them with suspicion, if not with 
dislike. 

It may be said that this is the na- 
tural and inevitable punishment of 
their misdeeds and that the only tiling 
for the young offenders to do la to 
begin again and live down their evil 
reputations. 

» * * 

This may be quite true, but living 
down a bad name is a terribly hard 
task. This we all know. There are 
few who have not at some time or 
other felt the pain, the resentment, the 
recklessness of those who, when they 
have offended have been treated with 
coldness and distrust, in comparison 
with these punishment is easy to bear. 
In New York societies of good wo- 
men have undertaken to help the 
j thousands of young offenders whom 
Judge .Mayo of the Juvenile courts lias 
released, either on parole or after they 
have served their sentence. In tins 
| work Jewish and Roman Catholic la- 
I tiles have been forward to care for the 
i children belonging to their own re- 
: llgions. It is said that in twenty other 
i cities, citizens have voluntarily come 
j forward to aid the olHeers of. the Ju- 
| venlle courts. It can easily be under- 
| stood that if really good and kind, as 
well as wise, men and women engage 
in the work of extending help and en- 
couragement to the children Individu- 
ally, great good may be accomplished. 
It Is unfortunate that too often those 
willing to assist in the work of refor- 
mation have not the sympathy, tact 
and firmness necessary to gain the 
conlidence of boys and girls. 

It says much for the good that Is in 
human nature that so much is being 
done everywhere to reclaim the chil- 
dren and that society feels itself re- 
sponsible for their misdoings. If in 
every neighborhood good women were 
to Interest themselves in the boys and 
girls who are neglected by their na- 
tural guardians could not much be 
done to prevent their going astray? It 
is not only after children have broken 
the law that they need the milk of 
human kindness. The naughtiest and 
most wilful seldom fail to leel the in- 
fluence of those who really love and 
try to help them. 

There are some advantages In living 
In a new country. Not the least Is the 
absence of the deformed, whether In 
mind or body, which Is so sad a feature 
of older communities. Among this 
class none presents a sadder or more 
difficult problem' to philanthropists 
than the care of feeble-minded women. 
In some parts of Canada the presence 
of these unfortunates Is causing very 
grave alarm. A few days ago Lady 
Edgar, the president of the National 
Council of Women, and a very large 
and Influential deputation of ladles 
from all parts of Ontario waited on 
the Hon. W. J. Hanna, asking that the 
government of the province take steps 
to provide for the feeble-minded wo- 
men of the province. Dr. Helen Mc- 
Murchy, who had given the subject 
much study, and had experience in 
dealing with such women in various 
Institutions, recommended that a re- 
fuge be established where they could 
live In safety and when! they could be 
given suitable employment. .She, as 
well as other speakers, pointed out 
the very grave danger to the commun- 
ity which resulted from their present 
uncared-for condition. 

Willie .Mr. Hanna acknowledged the 
force of all that was said and hoped 
that in a short time the government 
would be in a position to undertake 
the building of such a refuge, he con- 
sidered that the municipalities should 
contribute towards the care of these 
poor women. The speaker paid a high 
tribute to the work being done by Dr. 
MeMurehy. in commenting on this 
subject tile Toronto News urges upon 
the municipalities their obligation to 
take their share of the burden of a 
work at once so necessary and so 
benevolent. 

The Ottawa Horticultural society is 
a very active, as well as a very useful 
body. It has been in existence some 
ten years, and during that time the 
Ottawa Citizen claims that the city 
has become one of the most beautiful 
on the continent. This spring the so- 
ciety Is holding a public meeting to in- 
duce the residents to engage more 
largely in the work of adorning the 
city by planting flowers In their own 
gardens. The writer of the articles 
thinks that much more could be done 
in the way of public beautlficatlon. 
The Horticultural society holds meet- 
ings ■ every month. The membership 
fee Is a dollar a year and all the mem- 
bers are entitled to share in the ills-, 
trlbutlon of. plants and seeds, as well- 
us to hear addresses on the subject of 
gardening. 

Would it not be wise If gardeners in 
Victoria would follow the example of 
the people of the capital? Much more 
could be done by combined effort than 
Is accomplished now by Individuals. 
The advantage' of buying seeds and 
plants In large quantities is not one : 
to bo despised, and there are hundreds 
who would cultivate their gardens 
better if they knew more about the 
work. Experience is an excellent) 
teacher, but her lessons are slow and 
costly. We would .all be happier, as 
well as more successful, if In this, as 
well as in other ways, we agreed to 
help one another. 

Comparatively little has been heard, 
since the days of that traditional fig- 
ure, Martha Washington, of the wives 
of the presidents of the United , ; 
States. Of the daughters mention lias' 
often been made and doubtless fre- ) 
quentera of the White House hold' 
many of them in honored memory,! 
but "the outside world heard but little 
of any of the mistresses of the White 
House. 

Newspaper gossip says that all this 
is about to be changed and Mrs. Taft . 
alms to be queen of American society.! 
When we heard of Mrs. Roosevelt it 
was as an excellent housekeeper and 
an exemplary mother, and If the out- 
side world 'lias judged her rightly 
she was very glad to retire from her 
exalted position. 

Mrs. Taft, according to the Phila- 
delphia Ledger, has uurlng her hus- 
band's long Official life become a very 
prominent, ilgure. .In .society at . the 



capital. She knows everyone and will 
need no asslstanco in making out her 
visiting lists. Sho has many friends 
among the Democrats and It is said 
that she will conllne her • hospitality 
neither to the wives of cabinet min- 
isters nor even to those of the Repub- 
lican party. , 

Nor, it Is said, does the wife of the 
president fee! that she Is called upon 
to Include anyone on account of their 
position, religion, or want of wealth. 
She alms to bring together at Wash- 
ington in the winter all the most dis- 
tinguished people, not only of the 
United States, but visitors from 
Europe.. , 4 • , ■ ■ j j 

Mrs. Taft has sot . herself a hard 
task. If In a country where wealth Is 
worshipped she can make her gather- 
ings include women of real, but mod- 
est worth, If she can exclude all self- 
seekers and those who seek her friend- 
ship for the sake of political influence, 
if, in short, sho can make the White 
House the most beautiful, cultured 
and refined home in the United States, 
she will be accomplishing more for 
her country than can be brought 
about by most of the labors of great 
statesmen. The love of display, the 
vulgarity, the Insincerity, the frivolity, 
the want of any real earnest purpose 
in what is called society, is a very 
great danger to any nation. That a 
woman of high position, of acknow- 
ledged ability, and of true moral 
worth can do much to bring about a \ 
reform is greatly to bo hoped. 

Alberta, so' the Standard of Empire 
reports, Is to have a number of teach- 
ers from the Mother Land in Its pub- 
lic schools. Then' In need of one 
hundred and fifty teachers and there 
are none In Canada to spare. At least, 
if there are. they have not asked for 
situations. 

The teachers who have hitherto 
come to British Columbia from Great 
Britain have principally been college 
graduates who by virtue of their de- 
gree obtain . certificates, only needing 
to take an examination In pedagogy 
in addition. Theae teachers are doing 
excellent work In the High Schools 
and colleges throughout the province. 
There are, in addition, the manual 
training and oilier special teachers. 
There Is now a very large British 
element In the population of Alberta 
and the new teachers will bring with 
them a love of the empire and of 
many things besides that are elevating, 
Which will be good for the children of 
the sister province. There may be, 
and doubtless are, poor teachers in 
England, but very few, if any, have 
found their way to the west. The 
many oportunltles In this new coun- 
try for men to earn a living tends to 
leave the profession to women. As 
only a limited number of these con- 
tinue to tench many years, there are 
always openings to be filled, especially 
where immigration Is great. No doubt 
these British teachers will bo very ef- 
fective agents in spreading a know- 
ledge of Canada through the homo 
land. .. j...; . f

Why Men's Names Are Taken. 

The custom of adopting men's 
names is still very common among wo- 
men who are authors. The following 
reasons for doing so, given by some 
English writers, will be read witli In- 
terest: 

Some Interesting reasons why wo- 
men novelists choose to write under 
masculine pseudonyms are given by a 
number of famous English writers as 
follows : 

Charles Marlowe (Miss Harriet 
Jay) — I write plays under the name 
of "Charles Marlowe" because, being 
a novelist as well as a dramatist, I 
think it better to keep the one quite 
distinct from the other. 

.My reason for choosing this parti- 
cular name is simple. When the idea 
of using a dramatic noin de plumo 
first occurred to me, I happened to 
be writing a comedy which was after- 
ward produced at the vaudeville theatre 
under the title of ^'Fascination." The 
leading part in tills play — that of a 
girl who Impersonates a boy — I created 
myself, and made In It a great success. 
The name of the girl was "Lady 
Madge Hazelton," that of the boy 
"Charles Marlowe." I have used the 
name ever since. 

John Strange Winter -(Mrs. Arthur 
Stanmird)— On the whole, I think It 
is lo a woman's advantage to write 
as a man, as It may convey an Idea to 
some people that she is not good 
enough to stand on her own person- 
ality. 

The hitter truth was that my first 
publishers refused to bring out "Cav- 
alry Life" under a feminine psouno- 
nyin. I have no doubt they were wise, 
and though I did not relish It, I was 
enough of a Yorkshire woman to re- 
cognize on which side my bread was 
buttered. 

With regard to the actual choice of 
the pen-name, one of the stories In 
"Cavalry Life" was told in the first per- 
son, and the character was Cornet 
John Strange Winter. After some 
consideration I thought r could not do 
better than credit this imaginary 
character with the other stories also. 

George t<Yost (Mrs. Octavlus Eddl- 
son) — I write under a man's name be- 
cause T believe a woman's work Is 
handicapped by the mere fact of her 
sex. The voteless woman witnesses 
to the Injustice of men, an injustice 
which, is dealt to women by editors and 
publishers In common with other men. 
The use of a male pen-name gives a 
writer a better chance of publication, 
and a fair payment. 

Theo. Gift (Mrs. D. Hi Bulger)— My 
reasons for taking "Theo. Gift" as a 
pseudonym were simple. When I be- 



gan to write novels and publish thorn 
— 38 years ago— I .was ' a young girl, 
and at that date girls, were neither 
hardened to outside opinions nor as 
independent of their elders as they are 
now. If I had attempted to make a 
name for myself In the literary world 
under my own patronymic and had 
been ill received It would have been 
felt that I had disgraced the family 
name. 

So I took a pseudonym, which, after 
all, was my own already. My name Is 
Dorothy, the Anglicized version of 
Dorothea or Theodora, which means 
"Gift of God." I translated "Dora" 
into "Gift," leaving "Theo" (from a 
sense of modesty which I am sure you 
Will feel was not uncalled for) in tho 
original Latin, and — volla tout! 

It served me well. , It was short and 
simple, and the public and my re- 
viewers treated It so kindly, even from 
Its first using, till illness laid it on tho 
shelf, that 1 have grown to feel a 
tenderness for it. 

Curtis Yorko (Mrs. S. C. Richmond 
Lee). — The principal reason that 1 
choose "Curtis Yorko" as a pen-name 
was that I did not want my work to 
be judged with the leniency frequently 
accorded to women's work twenty-one 
years ago, but that It should be review- 
ed either favorably or unfavorably on 
Its own merits. 

George Paston (Miss E. M. by- i 
monds) — Nearly every review of 
every novel and every play I have 
writton has begun with some form of j 
this question: "Why do all women 
writers take the name of 'George'.'' It | 
would be about as reasonable to ask: 
"Why are all men writers born witli the | 
name of 'Benson'.'"' As a matter of i 
tact, I believe there are fewer women 
writers with the pseudonym of George 
than there are men writers with the 
family name of Benson. 

When 1 choso the name of "George 
Paston" there was no other female 
George hi the field except George 
Fleming, who hud not come before the 
public for some time. 

As a Norfolk woman I chose the 
name of Paston from the little village, 
"where the letters come from." But, It 
may be asked, Why does a woman pre- 
fer' to write under a masculine pseu- 
donym rather than under her own 
name? The answer is to bo found, 
partly in the desire for fair play, which 
a woman seldom gets from men, and 
partly from dread of making a public 
failure. When I say that a woman 
seldom gets fair play I don't mean that 
she is necessarily treated more harshly 
on account of her sex; I mean that sho 
is often treated witli so-called chivalry 
—in other words, a contemptuous in- 
dulgence — on account of her sex. The 
notices of novels In the critical and 
monthly reviews frequently begin with 
some remark as: "This work is writ- 
ten by a lady; consequently not the ob- 
ject of severe criticism." 

The King's Daughters 

The daffodil and spring flower show 
to be held under the auspices o£ the 
order of the King's Daughters is fixed 
to take place on Monday, April 19th 
(Primrose Day), during the afternoon 
and evening, In the palm room at the 
Empress hotel. Committees of- the 
Horticultural society and the King's 
Daughters held a joint meeting last 
evening, and the full prize list will be 
published at the end of the week.

Conflict Between Dominion and 
Province Over • Fisheries 
Puzzles Public, 1 



The fishing season opens tomorrow. 
Trout will be legal prey from the. dawn 
of the 26th Inst, throughout the spring 
and summer season. 
, ; Hundreds will .depart by .thertrains 
Of today and those of Friday for their 
favorite resorts. Every artltlce that 
human Ingenuity has Invented to tempt 
the delectable trout to destruction will 
be brought Into play, and if the pro- 
phets have spoken rightly, many well- 
ladon baskets will be brought back at 
the week-end. 

There has been some confusion 
among the disciples of Isaac "Walton 
iii regard to the date of the season's 
opening. Even yet many are not ex- 
actly clear in their minds as to how 
the laws of the land read. The trouble, 
It appears, is due to the conflict of 
jurisdiction between the Dominion and 
provincial governments over the fish- 
eries of British Columbia. 

Federal Law Applies. 

As the matter stands the federal re- 
gulations apply here. This means that 
the fishermen have been well advised 
to wait until the 26th of the month 
before arranging for an expedition 
against the inhabitants of the waters 
to bo found adjacent to Victoria. That 
Is the date set down by the Dominion. 



The clay on wlych the opening takes 
place, In accordance with the provin- 
cial law, is the 15th. Just. Thus those 
who believe in the soundness of the 
provincial contentions anent Its claim 
to the control. of its. fisheries could have 
given practical . evidence of their opin- 
ion by boldly sallying forth with rod 
and line over two weeks ago. 

Few, however, huvo done so. Thero 
have been vague reports that some men 
have been fishing on Shawnlgan river, 
at Qunmichan lake and elsewhere along 
the E. and N. line. None of these ap- 
peared to have any foundation. It 
would seem, In the words of an en- 
thusiast, that the majority have too 
wholesome a respect for the law, 
whether it be enacted by the Dominion 
or the province, to venture to treat It 
with dlstaln. And so everyone has 
waited until they could go fortii with 
the unqualified sanction of the two 
governments. 

Which law would you regard, was a 
question propounded to a legal sports- 
man yesterday. "I think I would do 
nothing that is denied me by either of 
the parliaments," was the reply. In 
these few words were expressed the 
sentiments entertained by the pisca- 
torial artists to a man.

OANFA EXPECTED TODAY 



Will Discharge Large Amount 
of General Merchandise 
from United Kingdom. 



With a cargo valued at $200,000 in 
Jler holds the Blue Funnel line steamer 
Keemun, Capt. Conradi. sailed from 
the outer wharf yesterday bound to 
the Orient and Liverpool. The steamer 
loaded -100 tons of salt herring, and a 
shipment of lumber consigned to Cal- 
cutta, at the outer wharf, in addition 
to tile cargo previously loaded ' here, 
and embarked 50 Chinese steerage pas- 
sengers. The steamer carried largo 
Shipments of whale oil and canned 
salmon from this port, mostly for the 
United Kingdom. The Tacoma cargo, 
valued at 5107,773, included 15,720 bar- 
rels of flour, and 32 great spare, lash- 
ed on the deck, varying from 60 to U0 
feet In length and from 14 to 20 inches 
in diameter. The salmon shipments 
totalled 6352 cases. There was also a 
large shipment of salt herring, mostly 
for Japanese ports and Shanghai. 

Following her sister liner, the 
steamer Oanfa, Capt. Lycett, Is ex- 
pected in port today. The Oanfa 
brought 1275 tons of general freight 
for local merchants, including grocer 
ics, iron,' liquors, and a varied amount 
of general merchandise. After dis- 
charging the local freight the eteamcr 
will proceed to Vancouver to dis- 
charge. The principal shipment in- 
cluded in the cargo for the mainland 
port is a large shipment of steel rails.

A TOTAL WRECK 



Lumber Laden Vessel Driven on Sand 
Spit Near Coos Bay Bar 
When Outbound. 



The schooner Marconi, owned by the 
Simpson Lumber company, laden with 
1.000,000 feet of lumber, was wrecked 
on the south split, near Coos Bay bar, 
late Tuesday afternoon.

Capt. Wilson and 
the crew were taken off in life boata. 

The schooner was built In 1902 and 
Is a four-master, lias been plying for- 
eign trade and was just starting for 
Valparaiso. The loss Is over $60,000, 
with no Insurance. 



SNOHOMISH EXPECTED 



ARRANGEMENTS 

FOR CHARTER 

Townsite Company Almost Completes 
Negotiations for C.P.R. 
Liner. 



The arrangements for the charter of 
the steamer Princess Charlotte, of the 
C.P.R., which returned from Esquimalt 
after being clocked and cleaned yester- 
day, are Hearing completion. The 
Queen Charlotte Townsite company, 
which conceived the idea of charter- 
ing the C.P.R. liner, began negotiations 
with the C.P.R. officials some time r 
for the charter of the vessel, and it is 
expected the arrangements will ho 
completed in a few days. The inten- 
tion i\ to carry prospective purchasers 
of town lots in the Queen Charlotte 
Island townsite to the scene, all the 
excursionists being- charged $30 for 
trip to the northern Islands lasting 
seven days, which amount will be re- 
funded If lots arc purchased. The 
steamer Is to proceed from here on 
May 8, according to present arrange- 
ments, going to Vancouver and thence 
to Ikeda bay. The Japanese mines 
there will be inspected and a call will 
be made to Jedway, from where the 
Princess Charlotte will proceed to 
Queen Charlotte townsite, where the 
lots Will be offered for sale to the ex- 
cursionists. From there the steamer 
will proceed to Prince Rupert and a 
day will bo spent there, before leaving 
for the south. 



SEALER IS PREPARING 



New Life-Saving Vessel for Station at Thomas F. Bayard Will Go to West 



Noah Bay Due to Arrive 
Tomorrow. 



Tomorrow the life saving tug Sno- 
homish is expected to pass Into the 
Straits on her way to Seattle to be 
made ready for work off the entrance 
to the Straits. 



The steamer Valencia went ashore 
January 22, 1900. on the coast of Van- 
couver Island. Thirty-six hours later 
the ship went to pieces and 136 lives 
were snuffed out. The steamers that 
had hastened to the rescue were help- 
less because unprovided with proper 
equipment for reaching the wreck. As 
a result of this tragedy the U. S. con- 
gress appropriated $200,000 for the 
construction of a life having tug, to be 
stationed at Noah Buy, ready for 
service at a moment's notice. The 
revenue cutter Snohomish was built 
with this money. 

The Snohomish Is 153 feet long, 29 
feet in beam and with 210 tons of coal 
in its bunkers draws 15 feet (i Inches. 
It Is equipped with two boilers, one a 
Babcock & Hi ilson and the other a 
Scotch boiler, and can hurry to the 
scene of a wreck at a 14 knot gait. 
The life saving equipment of the Sno- 
homish is as complete as money and 
ingenuity can make it. 

There is a line throwing gun that 
insures the Snohomish a reach of 1,000 
feet; This gun shoots a steel pro- 
jectile to a shank at the end of which 
the life, saving line Is attached. This 
line Is wet for about 20 feet to prevent 
its {Catching liro from the explosion of 
the gun, and in all the tests made has 
has proved successful. 

The Snohomish is equipped with a 
breeches buoy such as is used at the 
const llfo saving stations combined 
with device for operating and keeping 
the cable at an even and safe tension, 
no matter how much the vessels be- 
tween which Is It stretched may be 
rolling. 

The Snohomish is equipped with fire 
lighting apparatus and carries a nine 
Inch suction pump for use In pumping 
out wrecks. Captain Levis, who 
brought the Snohomish out, will re- 
tain command of the cutter on its 
northern station. * 



Coast Saturday to Ship 
Indian hunters. 



The sealing schooner Thomas F. 
Bayard is expected to leave about tho 
end of the week to pick up her Indian 
hunters on the west coast and will go 
south to hunt until the close or the 
spring season next month when she 
Will go to the otter grounds. The 
Thomas F. Bayard will carry a largo 
complement of hunters, fourteen 
canoes having been signed. 

The Japanese scaling licet leaving 
Hakodate, Otaru und Tokio this year 
Is expected to be about the same size 
as that of last year. Last year 2S 
Japanese sealing vessels went to 
Bering sea, and It is expected as many 
will go north this year. /

FOR TRIANGULAR ROUTE 

Princess Charlotte to Replace Princess 
Royal When Overhaul Is 
Complete. 

The steamer Princess Charlotte re- 
turned to the C.P.R. dock at Bellevillo 
street yesterday from Esquimalt, after 
being cleaned and painted and Is com- 
pleting her overhaul. The work will 
be completed In a week or ten days, 
and the steamer will then relievo tho 
steamer Princess Royal, while that 
vessel has her spring overhaul. Tho 
Princess Charlotte will then be placed 
on tho triangular servic, alternating 
with tho steamer Princess Victoria. 



The British ship Lord Shaftesbury, 
Capt. Thomas; completed . her crew 
yesterday and ' will sail today . fo 
Melbourne with a cargo of nearly tw 
million feet of; lumber from the Mill 
side mills ' on the Fras6r river. 

The Lord Shaftosbury was surveyed 
while in tho Royal Roads in conse 
quonce of her recent stranding and 
was found to bo uninjured. Diver 
Moore, from Vancouver, went down 
below the big vessel and made an ex 
amlnation, and T. G. Mitchell, Lloyd's 
surveyor, who went out to tho vessel 
found her uninjured. 

Complaint Unfounded 

In consequence of some complaints 
by J. "Wheeler, secretary of the Van- 
couver Sailors' Institute, which inves- 
tigation shows to huve been unround- 
ed, much attention lias been attracted 
on the waterfront to the shipping of 
the ' crew of the Lord Shaftesbury. 
The complaint wus made with regard 
to ' two seamen, Charles Altken and 
Nicholas Moore, arid yesterday the 
latter denied the complaint made 
through Mr. "Wheeler the previous 
day.' 

That either seamen received unfair 
treatment is specifically denied both 
by Capt. Klrkendalc, the local ship- 
ping master and H. Sims, tho board- 
ing house master, and tho denial was 
backed by statements from one of tho 
men on whose behalf the complaint 
was made and by a statement signed 
by the entire crew shipped by H. 
Sims,' witnessed by the first and sec- 
ond mates of the vessel. 

Capt. Thomas also specifically de- 
nies tho complaints. He said: 

"Mr. Wheeler wanted me to Blgn a 
crew through him and told mo ho had 
eight men. They were not deep water 
seamen, though, and I could get a 
better crew by taking them from H. 
Sims, with whose firm. Levy, Sims 
and Evans, of Port Townsend, our 
ships are contracted, ns are ninety 
per cent, of the ships which some to 
British Columbia and Puget Sound 
ports." 

Mr. Wheeler's Charge 

Tho statement made by Mr. Wheeler 
was shown to Capt. Kirkendale and H. 
Sims yesterday, and the statements 
and their denial are given below. Mr. 
Wheeler, who brought the men to the 
Colonist office, said: 

"These men wanted to ship at Van- 
couver, but the captain referred them 
to Sims at Esquimau. Now, shipping 
through Sims means that the owner 
must pay $35 a head "blood money," 
and it is Impossible for a man to get 
on a ship on tho coast without doing 
so through Sims or some other repre- 
sentative of his. firm. In addition to 
tills blood money the sailor must sign 
away his first month's wages to Sims. 

"This man keeps a sailors' boarding 
house here, and when the two sailors 
came over last Wednesday they stop- 
ped at this house. Tills morning they 
were to sign on the Lord Shaftesbury. 
Now the law says that the sailor's ad- 
vance note must he given to the sailor, 
hut In this case it was given to Sims, 
the boarding-house keeper. The men 
asked the shipping master, who was 
present when they signed on, for their 
advance note, and he said it had been 
given to Sims, and that they were 
now square with that gentleman." 
Shipping Master's Statement 

Capt. Kirkendale, shipping master, 
said: "The statement that $35 a head 
was paid for seamen is not correct. 
The law fixes the fee at $10. The 
Port Townsend price, I understand, is 
$35. The statement that the sailor 
must sign away his first month's pay 
to Sims Is not correct. The advance 
notes are issued always in the same 
form and are not payable until some 
days after tho vessel sails providing 
the sailor goes to sea. If ho does 
not go to sea the man who cashes tin- 
advance note loses the money as tho 
ship's agents cash only the notes of 
those who went to sea. Sims cashed 
advance notes and took out the 
amount duo to him for board, turning 
over tlie balance, to the sailor or mas- 
ter on board the ship. He, naturally, 
is unwilling to turn over the money 
to the sailor unless he goes on board. 
That has been done by some people, 
who have lost the money as the sailor 
lias not gone on board. As far as tho 
men asking me for their advance note 
they wore given it as usual and want- 
ed Sims to cash it so that they could 
pay money owed to Wheeler by' them." 
Boarding-Houso Master's Statement 
H. Sims said: "The. two men, Altken 
and Moore, came from Vancouver and 
hoarded with me seven or eight days. 
They owed me live dollars. I offered 
to cash their advance notes only to 
get the money due me. Moore wanted 
to pay Wheeler $17 he owed him, and 
I gave this money to Wheeler from 
the amount of the advance note and 
took his receipt. Altken decided after- 
wards he would not ship, and his note 
was not cashed. The ship makes good' 
for the notes of those who go to sea 
only." 

The Wheeler Charge 

Another charge made by Jir 
Wheeler was that whiskey was of- 
fered the two men in settlement This 
is positively denied by all concerned 
Including Moore, one of the two men

"They objected, and later Louis 
Hanson, the "runner" for Sims, called 
them Into tlie kitchen of tho boarding- 
house to sign the notes, which were 
made payable to Sims. The; 
not sign, anil he offered them 
of whiskey and a dollar aplec< 
would call the transaction 
Later, he offered them two In 
whiskey and two dollars apiece. How- 
ever, they had only stayed in tlie house 
five days, and' they considered that all 
they owed Sims was five dollars apiece 
instead of twenty-five, so they per- 
sisted in refusing his offers of settle- 
ment." 

Mooro's Statement. 



In cash to pay Mr. Wheeler, of .the 
Sailors' and Loggers' Society of Van- 
couver, who came down to Victoria to 
collect a board bill I owed him. I went 
to Victoria from Esquimalt and had 
Mr. Wheeler come down to Esquimalt 
and I settled my bill 1 -' and paid Mr. 
Wheeler the difference in 'money that 
I received from Mr. Sims, to amount 
of $17 on my advance. 

. N. MOORE. 

Witnessed, J.. Robinson; mate; P. J. 
Pycraft, second mate. 

Mr. Wheeler said: "Sims declared 
that It was not the rule of his house 
to hand over those advanco notes to the 
sailors. The chief object tho boys had 
in trying to get the money was to 
settle a few debts they owed in Van- 
couver, where they put up at tho 
Sailors' Institute. Finally they went 
again to the shipping master, and wore 
told that if they went to Sims again, 
and paid what they owed him, Sims 
would give tho balance of their notes 
to the captain of the ship. This, of 
course, means that they cannot buy 
any clothing or outfitting here." 

Mr. Sims said: "Naturally a man 
would scarcely he willing to cash an 
advance note and hand the money to 
the sailor, who would promptly dis- 
appear, and, as the ship pays only 
when the man goes on board, tho 
money would bo lost. The object 
claimed of paying the Vancouver debts 
was easily' attained. Mr. Wheeler was 
given $17 on account of Moore, who 
shipped; Altken did not ship, and here 
is his receipt. 

Ship's Company Deny Statement. 

"Mr. Wheeler also said: "There 
are sailors on board the Shaftesbury 
who owed gims only a dollar or two, 
und yet he took their advance notes. 
As. soon as they sign on they are given 
some, beer and then run aboard." 

This was also positively denied, and 
tho following statement was made, 
signed by every man shipped on tho 
Lord Shaftesbury, witnessed by tho 
ship's officers: 

"We, the undersigned seamen on 
board the British bark Lord Shaftes- 
bury, having shipped aboard this ves- 
sel for tlie voyage to Australia, wish 
to state that we have shipped through 
the Sailors' Home, Esquimalt, B.C., 
and have been well treated."

SAVED PILOTAGE 

Big Oil Taker Roma Will Co Into 
Golden Gate as a Coaster When 
Returning from Vancouver. 



The big oil -taker Roma, which car- 
ried a cargo of oil to Vancouver, pass- 
ed out yesterday bound back to San 
Francisco. The Roma called nt Port 
Angeles, as the oil steamers usually do 
outbound. The reason of the call at 
Port Angeles Is to avoid expense on 
arrival at tho Golden Gate. Pilotage 
Is compulsory at San Francisco and Is 
expensive. At Washington ports pi- 
otage is optional. As only vessels 
from foreign ports are compelled to 
pay pilotage, the oil-tankers call at 
Port Angeles and by this call arrive at 
the Golden Gate as coasters instead of 
vessels from foreign ports.
